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FLU  W.  MILK'  PRICES  IN  CITY  MARKETS 

EOR  JANUARY  1942 

Increased  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  distribution  in  January  were  announced  for  a 
number  of  markets,  "but  the  increases  tended  to  "be  less  widespread  and  of  smaller 
magnitude  than  in  recent  months,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  reports.  The 
seasonal  upswing  of  milk  production  is  again  under  way,  and  in  sorae  fluid  markets 
sharp  price  discrepancies  "between  milk  for  fluid  use  and  milk  for  manufacture  have 
already  "been  eased.     However,  during  1941  the  average  price  of  market  milk  increased 
a  much  smaller  percentage  than  did  the  price  of  milk  for  factory  uses. 

Dealers'  average  buying  prices  of  g, 5  p^r^ent  milk  for  city  distribution  aver- 
aged 2.73  cents  per  100  pounds  in  January,  an  increase  of  3  cents  over  December  and 
about  20  percent  higher  than  in  January  a  year  ago.     Retail  milk  prices  also  contin- 
ued to  advance,  the  homo-delivered  price  in  25  important  markets  averaging  14.16 
cents  per  quart,  compared  with  12.33  cents  a  year  ago  and  a  1937-41  average  of 
12.35.  cents.   "  •  >'  •      i    .  ' 

Northeastern  markets,  where  higher  prices  of  fluid  milk  were  reported  for  Janu- 
ary, included  Providence,  R. I.,  and  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  where  dealers'  buying  prices 
of  milk  for  fluid  use  were  up  26  cents  and  28  cents,  respectively,  per  100  pounds  of 
3.5  percent  milk,  and  whore  prices  of  reta.il  milk  were  increased  1  cent  per  quart. 
At  Utica,  N.Y.,   the  Class  1  price  to  producers  increased  35  cents  per  100  pounds.:;, 
effective  December  16,  along  with  a.  1  cent  per  quart  retail  price  increase.    At  Johns- 
town, Pa.. ,  dealers'  buying  prices  for  3.5  percent  milk  advanced  23  cents  per  100 
pounds  in  mid-December,     In. the  Federal-State  administered  New  York  market,  hearings 
are  now    in  progress  considering  proposals  to  enlarge  the  marketing  area  raid  increase 
pricee. 

Announced  January  price  increases  in  North  Central  markets  were  headed  by  the 
31  cent  per  100  pound  rise  in  dealers'  buying  price  at  Detroit  accompanied  by  a  1 
cent  per  quart  increase  of  retail  prices.    Des  Moines  and  Burlington,  Iowa.,  reported 
Class  1  price  increases  of  30  cents  and  25  cents,  respectively,  with  consumer  prices 
up  1  cent  per  quart.    At  Davenport,   Iowa,  one  of  the  "Quad  Cities"  group,  and  at

2,  and  3  milk  to  prices  paid  by  nearby  condenseries ,  resulted  in  mid-December  in- 
creases in  fluid  milk  prices.  -.Although  -actual  January  buying  prices  are  not  avail- 
able, estimates  based  on  the  new  formula  indicate  substantial  price  increases,  with 
the  rise  particularly  sharp  for  milk  used  as  fluid  cream.     The  retail  price  was  up 
2  cents  per  quart  at  Davenport,  but  no  quotation  was  available  at  Dubuque. 

Other  markets  reporting  higher  prices  for  January  included  Wilmington,  Del., 
and  Tulsa,  Okla. ,  where  buying  prices  per  100  pounds  of  3.5  percent  milk  for  fluid 
purposes  increased  28  cents  and  ..24  cents,  respectively,  and  retail  prices  of  milk 
were  up  1  cent  per  quart.   .At  New  Orleans,  La. ,  producers  are  'about  to  vote  on  an 
amendment  to  the  Federal  .Order  which,  if  adopted,  would  increase  Class  1  prices 
through  April.    At  Kansas  City,  Mo. ,  mid-January  hearings  are  scheduled  to  consider 
amendments  to  the  Federal  order  in  that  market.

After  several  months  of  sharp  and  rapid  rises,  prices  for  fluid  milk  show 
some  indication  of  leveling  off,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  reports.  In 
its  February  survey  of :  representative  .flr.id  milk  markets,  the  Z apartment*  s  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  'Service  found  relatively  few  markets  reporting  higher  prices,  and 
in  most  of  these  the  increases  reported  were  considerably  smaller  than  those  in  pre- 
ceding months. 

Usually,  fluid  milk  prices  begin  to  rise  in  late  summer  or  early  fall  as 
milk  production  drops*    They  generally -reach  their  peak  in  January  and  then  "begin 
to  decline  as  milk  output  increases.    This  year  the  seasonal  drop  may  be  delayed 
"because    of    unusual     factors  a    "Gouts  of  m%1.k  pf.6duc$idn  hrcve  increased  since  last 
summer o    Also  the  unusual  demand  for  certain  manufactured  dairy  products  has  "been 
a  price  strengthening  factor.    In  some  areas  the  demand  for  milk  to  manufacture 
Lend~Lea.se  dairy  products  has  so  far  absorbed  the  surplus  fluid  milk  supplies,  and 
may  continue  to  do  so  during  the  season  of  flush  production  when  such  supplies 
normally  plague  most  fluid  milk  markets*    Much,  of  course,  will  .depend  upon  the 
factors  governing  milk  production  during  the  next  several  months,  as  well  as  the 
extent  of  the  Government's  Lend-lease  purchasing  program. 

With  the  exception  of  certain  New  Jersey  markets,  practically  all  of  the 
increased  prices  reported  for  February  were  for  markets  located  in  the  central  and 
south  central  and  western  states.    Under  ,  the  authority', of  the  hew  Jersey  Milk 
Control  Board,  prices  for  the  Trenton  and  Hew  Brunswick  markets  were  raised  23 
cents  per  cwt.  on  Glass  1  milk  testing  3.5  percent  fat,  and  1  cent  per  quart  to 
consumers,  effective  February  5. 

In  the  central  west,  the  Class  1  price  at  Pacucoh,.  Ky. ,  was  raised  20  cents 
per  cwt.  and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per hraart.     South  central  markets  reporting 
higher  prices  included  hew  Orleans,  La» ,  and  Dallas,  Texas.  -The  New  Orleans 
market  under  an- amendment  to  its  Federal  order  reported  an  increase  of  25  cents 
per  cwt.  on  Class  1  for  milk  testing  3*5  percent  butt erf at,  and  l/2  cent  per  quart 
in  the  retail  price;  and  Dallas  reported  increases  20  cents  per  cwt.  in  the  Class  1 
pri.ee  for  mi  lie  testing  3*5'  percent  and '10"  cents  per  ext.  en  milk  testing  4  percent. 
Ho  change  was  reported  on  retail  prices  at  Dallas.    Kansas  City,  Mo . ,  was  also  20 
cents  per  cwt.  higher  on  Glass  I  milk  testing  3.5  percent,  and  1  cent  per  quart 
higher  on  retail  milk. 

The  Federal  Milk  Marketing  order  for  Duluth,  Minn,',  was.  amended  February  1, 
1942,  to  provide  for  the  determination  of  class  prices  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
each  delivery  period  instead  of  af  tor  the  end.  .  The  amended  order  increases  • 
returns  to  producers  by  providing  a  value  for  skin  milk.     The  Class  1  price  set 
for  February  was  20  cents  per  cwt.  hi 'her  on  3*5  percert  milk  than  the  January 
price.    Under  date  of-  February  6,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  that  the 
Federal  order  regulating  the  handling' of  milk  in  the  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  market  would 
be  suspended/as  of  March  1,  1942. 

The  average  prevailing  price  of  fluid  milk  sold  at  retail,  home  delivery, 
during  February,  measured  by  prices  quoted  for  25  representative  cities,  i3  14.22 
cents  per  quart.     This  average  is  an  increase  of  1.89  cents  per  quart  over  the 
February  average  of.  last  year,  and  the  highest  February  avera.ge  since  1921.  The 
average  of  announced  Class  1  prices  for  all  markets  reporting  for  February  is  $2.74 
per  cvrt.  for  3.5  percent  milk,  an  increase  of  48  cents  per  cwt.  over  the  February 
average  of  last  year,  and  the  highest  February  average  since  1930.

FLUID  MILK  PRICES 

FOR  MfiRCE  1942 


N  CITY  MARKETS 


Fluid  milk  markets  in  March  were  relatively  quiet  as  far  as  price  changes  were  concerned, 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  reports.     Only  a  few  adjustments  were  reported,  and  most 
of  these  were  on  the  up  side.     To  some  extent,  however,  this  quietness  was  deceptive,  as  many 
markets  already  had  plans  under  way  to  prevent  declines  that  usually  come  in  the  spring  months, 
either  through  regulation  or  otherwise. 

Some  of  the  changes  reported  ir.  this  issue  were  made  during  February,  hut  were  either 
not  reported  or  not  made  in  time  to  he  included  in  the  February  issue  of  this  report.  For 
example,  Charleston,  S.  C,  increased  its  Class  1  price  to  producers  23  cents  per  cwt.  on 
February  3,    Also,  on  February  21  the  Mobile*,  --da.,  market  increased  the  Class  1  price  to  pro- 
ducers by  77  cents  per  cwt.,  retail  price  on  hose  delivery  3  cants  per  quart,  and  store  de- 
livery 4  cents  per  quart,     These  increases  were  the  result  of  a  sharp  expansion  in  the  con- 
suming population  of  Mobile  through  the  influx  of  ship-building,  aluminum,  and  paper  mill 
employees ,  bringing  about  a  somewhat  acuvte  shortage  of  milk  supplies.    A  drop  in  retail  prices 
for  New  York  City  was  likewise  not  included  in  last  month's  issue. 

Most  of  the  March  price  changes  were  on  the  West  Coast,  principally  in  Los  Angeles, 
San  Francisco,  and  Santa  Barbara,  Calif,,  and  Spokane,  Wash.    The  Class  1  price  to  producers 
supplying  the  L03  Angeles  and  Santa  Barbara -markets  was  raised  15  cents  per  cwt.,  San  Francisco 
market  17-g-  cents  per  cwt.,  and  the  Spokane  market  7  cents  per  cwt.    Retail  prices  at  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Francisco  were  increased  one-half  cent  per  quart,  but  no  changes  in  reta.il 
prices  were  made  at  Santa  Barbara,  and  Spokane 0 

The  only  market  in  the  East  making  any  change  in  its  price  structure  was  leading,  Pa.  , 
The  Class  1  price  to  producers  of  the  Reading  area  was  increased  31  cents  per  cwt.,  and  the 
retail  price  to  consumers  1  cent  per  quart.     In  the  Middle  West,  a.  drop  of  12gr  cents  per  cwt. 
in  the  Class  1  price  was  reported  at  Beloit,  Wis.    The  Class  1  price  at  Omaha,,  Nebr., 
remained  unchanged  at  $2.65  per  cwt.  for  3.3  percent  milk  as  provided  for  in  the  Federal  order 
regulating  the  marketing  of  milk  in  that  area,  but  it  is  understood  that  distributors  generally 
are  paying  a  premium  of  25  cents  per  cwt.    This  premium  was  also  paid  during  most  of  February. 

In  the  February  issue  of  this  report,  Kansas  City  wa.s  reported  as  having  raised  its 
Class  1  price  20  cents  per  cwt.     It  should  have  been  stated  that  this  increase  applied  to 
only  a  part  of  the  Kansas  Oity  supply.     It  was  paid  only  for  the  period  of  February  1  to  9, 
and  on  February  10  was  dropped.    The  retail  price  was  also  dropped  at  the  same  time. 

In  a  number  of  markots  under  Federal  regulation  where  Class  1  prices  are  scheduled 
for  a  seasonal  drop — mostly  on  April'l —  hearings  are  now  in  process  on  the  request  of  pro- 
ducers that  this  provision  be  rescinded.     In  most  cases  the  proposals  provide  that  the 
current  Class  1  prices  be  continued.,  but  in  some  others  it  is  requested  that  present  prices 
not  only  be  continued,  but  increased.     Some  of  the  markets  for  which  hearings  are  being  held 
on  the  foregoing  points  are  Fall  River,  Lawrence-Lowell,  and  Boston,  Mass.,  New  York  City, 
N.Y.,  Kansas  City,  etc. 

A  hearing  has  also  been  scheduled  for  March  23  on  the  proposed  Federal  Milk  Marketing 
Order  for  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  On  March  1,  the  Federal'  order  -under  which  the  Cincinnati  market 
had  been  operating  since  May  31,  1933,  was  suspended  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.

FLUID  'MILK  PRICES  AH  CITY 

FOR  APRIL  1942 


April  14,  1942 


Normally  this  is  the  time  of  year  when  the  :trend  of  fluid  milk  prices  is  down, 
"but  this  year  there  is  extraordinary  civilian  and  Government  demand  for  milk  and 
dairy  products.    As  a  result,  relatively  few  fluid  milk  markets  reported  lower 
prices  in  late  March  and  early  Apr  ill.    In  markets  reporting  lower  prices,  the  de~ 
creases  are  not  nearly  as  sharp  as, in  other  years.    In  some  markets  prices  were 
actually  higher. 

Hearings  were  held  during  the  past  '.month  "by  the  U.  S,«.  Department  of  Agriculture 
on  proposed  changes  in,  milk  marketing  agreements.    Decisions  were  reached  on  some 
markets.  .  Others  are  still  pending.     In  New  York  City,  a  reduction  of  91  cents  per 
cwt.  in  the  Class  1  price  to  producers  had  hoen  'scheduled  to  go:  into  effect  April  .1 
under  the  existing  order.    The  reduced  price  was  to  remain  in  effect  during  the 
3  months  of  flush  milk  production.    Under  the  amended  order,  however,  the  decrease 
was  held  to  26  cents  per  cwt.    At.  the  same  time  the  retail. price  was  reduced  l/2 
cent  per  quart. 

The  existing  order  for  the  Boston,  Mass.,  market  provided  for  a  reduction  of 
37  cents  per  cwt.  in  the  Class  1  price  as  of  A  pril  1,  but  an  amendment  to  the  order 
effective  April  3  set  aside  that  reduction  and  provided  for  a:  continuation  of  the 
existing  price  of  $3.63  per  cwt,    A  similar  reduction  on  April  1  was  scheduled  for 
the 'Lowell-Lawrence  markets,  hut  under  an  amendment  the  reduction  was  set  aside  and 
the  previous  price  of  $3.63  per  cwt,  was  restored  as  of  April  '6, 

Markets  reporting  lower  prices  in  late  March  and  early  April  included' Beloit 
and  Oshlcosh,  Wis.;  Duluth,  Minn.;  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.;,  and  Santa' Barbara,  Calif. 
The  Class  1  price  to  producers  in  Oshko.sh  was  reduced  10|-  cents'  per  cwt, ,  in  Beloit 
12h  cents,  Duluth  13g-  cents,  Grand  Rapids  30  cents,  and  Santa  Barbara  16.  cents. 
Retail  prices  y;ere  unchanged  in  all  of  these  markets  except  Grand  Rap i.ds,  where  the 
price  was  reduced  1  cent  per  quart.    In  Manchester,  N.  H, ,  the  Class  1  price  was 
reported  unchanged,  out  the  retail  price  was  reported  lucent  per. quart  lower. 

Markets  reporting  higher' prices 'included  Huntington,  W..  -Va. where:  the  flat 
price  to  producers  was 'increased  24  cents  per  cwt.  on  March  16,  and- the  retail  price 
1  cent  per  quart.  The- Class  1  prices  in  Wichita,  Kans.v.and  Quincy,  111,,  were 
raised  28  cents  and  10  cents  per  cwt.  ,:  ro'dpDCttvely,on_  Mar6h-16,  a^d  the  retail 
price  1  cent  per  quart  at  Wichita,  The  early  April  Class  1  price  at  Colorado  Springs, 
Colo.,  . was  increased  .9  cents  per  cwt.,  "but  no,  change  was  reported  in  the  retail 
price.  ,  .  ■• 

Tho.U.  S,  Department  of  Agriculture  •announced,  on  March-  27  that,  a  Federal  milk 
marketing  order  had  been  approved  for  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  was  to  become  effective 
April  1,  1942.    This  market which  draws  approximately  one-third  of  its  milk. from 
States  other  than  Pennsylvania,  had  previously  "been  operating  only  under  the 'regula- 
tion of  the  Pennsylvania  State  milk  control  "board.    The  minimum  price  for  Class  1 
milk  of  a  4  percent  hutterfat  content  during  April.,  .May  and  June  has  "been  3et  at 
$3.58  per  cwt.    On  July  1  the  price  will  he  increased  to  $3,70, 

The  average  price  paid  producers  for  3.5  percent  milk  in. April  for  107  markets 
was  $2,75  per  cwt.,  unchanged  from  the  Mareh  average  hut  48  cents  por  cwt,  higher 
than  the  April  average  of  last  year,-    Retail  prices  in  25  .representative  markets 
averaged  14,24  cents  per  quart,  also  .practically  unchanged  from  the  March  average, 
hut  1,77  cents  higher  than  the  April  average  of  last  year.

FLUID  MILK  PRICES  IN  CITY  MARKETS  I 

FOR  MAY  1942 

Outstanding  in  the  fluid  milk  markets  for  May  is  the  marked  absence  of 
general  price  changes.     Under  normal  conditions  prices  received  by  fluid  milk 
producers  and  paid  by  fluid  milk  consumers  are  seasonally  lower  in  May  than  in 
April.    But,  as  emphasized  in  the  April  issue  of  this  report,  the  present 
extraordinary  civilian  and  government  demand  for  milk  and  dairy  products  has 
offset  the  seasonal  increase  in  milk  production  and  supplies. 

The  few  scattered  markets  reporting  price  changes  in  May  show  mixed 
trends.     The  Class  1  price  to  producers  in  the  Hew  Orleans,  La.  market  area 
was  reduced  by  25  cents  per  cwt.     This  reduction  was  under  an  amendment  to  the 
Federal  Milk  Marketing  Order  for  Now  Orleans  and  prevented  a  reduction  of  60 
cents  per  cwt.  provided  for  in  the  amended  order.    The  new  price,  effective 
May  1,  is  $2.75  per  cwt.  for  milk  testing  4$,  and  is  to  continue  through  July. 
On  August  1,  the  Class  1  price  for  New  Orleans  is  to  be  increased  to  $3.15  per 
cwt.    A  drop  of  S.5  cents  per  cwt.   in  the  Class  1  price  for  Beloit,  Wis.,  as 
well  as  a  reduction  of  14  cents  per  cwt.  for  Wausau,  Wis.,  was  also  reported. 

Increases  in  price  took  place  in  the  other  reporting  markets.  These 
included  a  9- cent  increase  for  Duluth,  Minn.  ,  and  a  16-ceht  rise  for  Santa, 
Barbara,  Calif.     Increases  effective  in  April,  but  not  reported  last  month, 
included  a  10-cent  per  cwt.  rise  on  April  15  for  Durham,  N.  C. ,  and  an  11-cent 
increase  on  April  16  for  Kansas  City. 

The  May  Class  1  price  for  Chicago  has  not  yet  been  determined,  but 
under  the  Federal  Milk  Marketing  Order  for  that  area  it  will  be  50  cents  per 
cwt.  over  the  paying  price  of  mid-Western  condenser ies  during  the  months  of 
May  and  June  instead  of  70  cents  per  cwt.  as  in  other  months. 

Reported  retail  price  changes  for  May  were  limited  to  Mobile,  Ala.  and 
Chicago,  111.    Price  for  home  delivery  in  Mobile  was  reduced  1  cent  per  quart, 
and  for  store  delivery,  2  cents  per  quart.     This  makes  the  new  Mobile  retail 
price  18  cents  per  quart  for  both  home  and  store  delivery.     The  reduction  at 
Chicago  was  small,  amounting  to  only  l/2  cent  per  quart. 

Under  an  amendment  to  the  Federal  Milk  Marketing  Order  for  the 
Washington,  D.  C. ,  market,  producers  will  receive  the  same  price  for  milk  used 
for  cream  (previously  Class  2)  as  for  milk  used  for  fluid  consumption.  Prior 
to  this,  they  had  received  $2.10  per  cwt.  for  Class  2  milk,  but  will  new 'be 
paid  $3.57  for  milk  used  for  cream  as  well  as  for  fluid  consumption.     Class  1 
milk  for  the  Federal  low-cost  milk  program  in  Washington  will  be  increased 
under  the  amendment  from  $2.40  per  cwt.   to  $3.11  per  cwt.  "premium"  payments 
averaging  around  32  cents  per  cwt.  are  to  be  continued  for  suitable  cattle  and 
barn  conditions.
